SOCIETY HEARS 
ABBOTTSTOWN^ 
EARLY HISTORY 


Member* of the Adams County 
Historical Society on a 45-mile tour 
of eastern Adams County and a 
bordering fringe of York County 
went back more than two centuries 
in county history as they heard 
backgrounds of Abbottstown, the 
Paradise Protectory and Immaculate 
Heart of Mary Church there and the 
Catholic Seminary in the Pigeon j 
Hills described. 
( 
More than 40 members and friends 
of the society made the tour. leaving j 
Gettysburg shortly after Wpm. and 
going to St. John's Lutheran Church 
at Abbottstown. 
There W W Eisenhart of Abbotts- 
towT., a former president of the 
society, stood by the grave of the 
town s founder. John Abbott, and re­ 
counted early history of the com­ 
munity. He said the town s found­ 
ing date is in doubt but was p ro b ­ 
ably 1753 or 1755 with no record 
to establish either year. He said 
th at John Abbott, a Quaker from 
Berwickshire in either England or 
Scotland, secured a w arrant for a 
508-acre tract in what was then 
Berwick Tw p, Lancaster County, 
in 1744. Two hundred acres were 
added in 1750 He said one seventh 
generation 
descendant 
of 
the 
founder, Mrs. Virginia Ziegler, re­ 
side* in Abbottstown 
today. 
Mr 
Eisenhart 
also 
pointed 
out 
the 
grave of John George Baugher, first 
pastor of the Lutheran Church, and 
indicated the probable site o^ the 
first log church there that burned 
in 1829, 
The 
historians were told 
th at 
Abbottstown became a borough in 
1835 with about 300 residents and 
Eisenhart read sections of Abbotts­ 
town^ 
"blue 
law” 
ordinances 
passed in that year*. 
George W. Baker, president of 
the society, also of Abbottstown, 
said Abbottstown claims to have the 
earliest post office in the county and 
gave an April I, 1796 report to the 
P. O. departm ent from Peter Ickes 
as 
the 
grounds 
for 
his claims. 
Baker told of “invasions” of Ab­ 
bottstown by both Confederate and 
Union troops a few days before the 
Battle of Gettysburg 
From there the tour moved to the 
church at Paradise, surrounded by 
the 400 acres of the Paradise Pro­ 
tectory 
and 
Agriculture 
School, 
three miles northwest of Abbotts­ 
town. There Fr 
Francis Mignot, 
present pastor, farm m anager and | 
superintendent of 
the school of 
more than IOO boys, traced the early 
history of the parish. 
He said the section was settled 
by 
Irish, 
French 
and 
G erm an 
Catholics and until the early 19th 
century they were a part of the 
Conewago 
parish. 
The 
present 
brownstone church was built in

WASHINGTON /P> — The W’hite 
House today called union and m an­ 
agem ent leaders to a m eeting to­ 
morrow’ in a move to end the steel 
strike. 
The invitation went out to leaders 
of the CIO Steelworkers Union and 
to top-level industry spokesmen. 
It was sent by John R. Steelm an, 
acting mobilization chief. 
He sum m oned them to a m eeting 
at his offices in the old State De­ 
partm ent Building at 
IO a. 
rn. 
j (EST) tom orrow. 
Philip M urray’s steelw orkers un­ 
ion went on strike Monday m inutes 
after the Supreme Court struck 
down 
President T rum an’s order 
seizing the nation’s steel mills. 
Steelm an noted that umon-man- 
agem ent leaders m et with him last 
month in an attem pt to work out 
a new’ contract. Those m eetings 
broke off May 4 with no indications 
of any substantial progress to a 
settlem ent. 
Steelm an said the conferees at 
those m eetings agreed to adjourn, 
subject to recall. 
Steelm an’s telegram went out to 
six industry leaders and to CIO 
President M urray. 
The text of the telegram to the 
industry group: 
“When the m eeting between you 
and top representatives of the five 
other m ajor steel com panies, and 
the representatives of ^the United 
Steelw orkers adjourned on May 4, 


it was with the understanding that 
both parties w’ere subject to recall. 
I am therefore requesting you to 
m eet with m e and the m ain group 
at m y office, Room 102, Executive 
Office Bldg., at l l a. rn., June 5.”

FINISH $100,000 
WAREHOUSE UNIT 


Construction of a $100,090 storage 
warehouse at Biglerville is being 
completed at the C. H. Musselman 
Plant in Biglerville. 
The new building, located on the 
northeast coiner of the C. H. Mus­ 
selman Plant area, will provide an 
additional 28,000 square feet of stor­ 
age space for processed fruits, cher­ 
ries, apples and tomatoes. The build­ 
ing will have a capacity of several 
hundred thousand cases of processed 
foods. 
The structure, 140 by 200 feet, is 
one story high with 20-foot eaves 
and a center height of from 27 to 30 
feet. It is being built of concrete 
block and steel column and beam 
construction. The IOO tons of steel 
is of Class B structural type and ob­ 
tainable without special difficulty, 
company officials said. The floors are 
of reinforced concrete and the roof 
is insulated to provide protection 
against freezing and against heat. 
The building will be used only for 
storage purposes. 
At the Inwood, W. Va., plant, the 
C. H. Musselman Company is con­ 
structing a similar storage structure, 
90 by 120 feet, at a cost of $35,000. 
The new’ building there will add ap­ 
proximately 10,000 square feet of 
storage space for apple products 
produced by the Inwood plant.

AIR POWER IS SCOUTS HIKE IN 
BIG WAR ISSUE APPALACHIANS 


WASHINGTON IF*—Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower said Tuesday he has 
consistently 
contended 
th a t 
the 
dom inant factor in any future w ar 
will be air power. At the sam e 
tim e, he said he wished anyone 
who believes the foot soldier can 
be elim inated would “ show m e how 
to do it.” 
Eisenhow er, holding a new s con­ 
ference at the Pentagon, w as asked 
i about last Sunday’s statem ent by 
Sen. Robert A. T aft that there has 
been a steady deterioration of U. S. 
air power which began while the 
general was Chief of Staff. 
I 
Eisenhow er said he was ready to 
com m ent “ on the record.” 
"T here w as a m an nam ed Billy 
M itchell,” he recalled, who agi­ 
tated after World W ar I for a sep­ 
arate Air Force. 
Favored 70 Groups 
Eisenhow er added that he him ­ 
self "instantly sta rte d ” after World 
War II to cooperate in divorcing 
air power from the ground forces 
Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, retired Air 
Force leader, "w as m y com panion 
and associate” and "I stood with 
him on 70 (Air Force) groups,” Ei- 
jsenhow er continued, adding that 
"w e were whittled down.” 
Then he declared that the dom i­ 
nant power in any future w ar "is 
going to be air pow er.” 
At the sam e tim e, he added: 
"Anyone who finds out th at the 
foot soldier can be finally elim inat­ 
ed from w ar, I wish he would show 
me how to do it.” 
Eisenhow er 
also said 
he had 
stood for " a ir power and Air Force 
in every way it is possible to do 
so.” 


Eisenhow er’s 
com m ents 
were 
sharply pointed up by the fact he 
and Taft are the front-running can ­ 
didates for the R epublican presi­ 
dential nom ination. 
Taft Rap* General* 
Besides alleging a deterioration 
of U. S. air power. T aft in Sunday’s 
radio speech hit at what he called 
I "the fallacies of our land gener­ 
als.” 
He said one of these is that "a 
w ar against Russia can only be 
won on the continent of Europe 
with bayonets.” 
Eisenhower also told the news 
conference this country m ust have 
assurances it never will be cut off 
from the resources and friends it 
has in other parts of the world 
Eisenhow er said, too, that "K o­ 
rea and Indochina have as im por­ 
tant im plications as any other sec­ 
tor of the w orld.” 
And he w arned of a continuing 
danger of "subversion, bribery and 
stealing” of free countries by the 
Com m unists such as occurred rn 
the case of Czechoslovakia.
